Maceis of Our Privy Council, Meſſengers at Arms,and our Sheriffs in that part,conjunQly and ſeverally, 
ſpecially Conſtitute, Greeting - Foraſmuch, as We and the Eſtates of Parliament, Have by Our A&, ofthe Date the thir- 
ty one Day of May laſt by-paſt, Impowered the Lords, and others of Qur Privy Council,to provide ſuch a number cf Pio. 

| | nmiers, as ſhall be found neceſlary to be furniſhed out of the Countrics neighbouring with, and neareſt to Irnerlochie, in the molt 
\ convenient Methods, for the caſe of the Countrey , and effeRuating the Deſign of making a #ortification at the ſaid place ; and Have alſo 
Impowered Our Privy Council, to proportion and Impoie Baggage Horſes, for tranſporting of Proviſion and Furniture, neceſſary to the Ar. 
my , as is more fully expreſt in the ſaid Act of Parliament, And We, with Advice of Our Privy Council, finding that it is requiſit and ne- 
ceflury, for the more effetual proſecution of Our Service, 1A this preſent Expedition, that there be the number of five hundred Pioniers, rai- 
- fed Gut of the particular Shires and 1», aftermentioned, and ſent to the particular places under-written, the dayes after-ſpecified, in order 
to their March, under the ConduR of Our Forces, to Work and make up: a Fortification at {nnerlochie, and that a cumpetert number of 
Baggage Horſes be ſent alongſt with the Forces, under the Command of Major General Mckay, in his March againſt the Rebels , now in 
Arms #gainſt . Us and Our Authority, to remain and abide' with Our Army, during ſuch ſpaceas the ſaid Majcr General Mckuy, or 
in his abſence, the Chief Commander of Our Army for the time ſhall appoint, Therefore We, with Advice of Our Privy Council, Do Or- 
dain the Sheriffs of the Shires of Sutherland, Caithneſs, Inverneſs, Roſſe, Nairn, Cromarty, Blgin, Bamff, Aberdene, and Kincardin to meet, 
with two or three of the Commiſſioners of Supply, within the reſpective Shires, if more cannot be had, and to proportion and ſend out the 
number of Pioniers aftermentioned, out ofthe Shires underwritten, viz. The number of twenty two out of »ther{and, thirty five out of 
Caithneſſe, the number of an hundred fifty four Pioniers out of the Shires of /veryeſſe and Roſſe, whereot eighty three out of the Shire of RY, 
and ſeventy one out of the Shire of [averneſſe, ( the Burghs not included ) the number of feventecn out of the Shire cf Nairn, the number of 
five out of the Shire of Crommarty, (ixty three out of Elgine, ſixty eight out of the Shire of Bawf, and out of the Shires of Aberdene and Kin- 
cardin, the Town of &berdene included, becauſe of the great diſtance, and of their being otherwiſe iwployed in Their Majeſties Service, 
the number of an hundred Pioniers, whereof the number of ſixty nine out of the Shire of Aberdene, fourteen out of the Burgh 
thereof, and the number of ſeventeen oat of the Shire of Kincardin : And We, with Advice and Conſent. foreſaid , Appoints 
the Magiſtrats of the Burghs after rehearſed , to raiſe and ſend out the number of Pioniers afterſpecified, viz. The Magiſtrats of Week 
one, the Magiſtrats of Forreſs two, the Magiſtrats of Dingwal/ on2, the Mgiltrats cf Dorneck one, the Magiſtrats of Forterofſe two, the 
Magiltrats of Tar: two, the Magiltrats of Crommarty two, the Magiitra:s of Inverneſſ? thirteen, the Magiſtrats of Cul one, the Magiſtrats 
of Bamff three, the Magiſtrats of Nairn one, and the Magiſtrats of £/gin fix: And We Ordain the Pioniers within the Shires of Kincerdiv,, 
eAberdene and Bamff, to be at Strathbogie, upon the eight=<11th day of «ne inſtant.z and theſe Pioniers which are to be ſent out of the rema- 
nent Shires and Burghs above-mentioned, to bear Inverneſſe upon the ſaid eighteenth day ot Jane current, with Certification to ſuch who ſhall 
be appointed to furniſh, and ſend out the ſaids number oi. Promers, that if they ſhall failzie to give ready obedience to Our Commands, that 
they (h-11 not only be lyable in the ſum of eight ſhilling 5cots a day, during the whole ſpace and time the faids Pioniers ſhall be imployed at 
the ſaid Fortification, and until chey return, but ſhall alſvbe otherways punithed as Contemners of Our Authority, in ſuch way and manner 
as Our Frivy Council ſhall find jaſt 3 And for the more etieCtual proſecution thereof, We hereby allow the Sheriffs of the relpeQiveShires, 
with *1yo orthree of the Commithoners of Supply, to give order to quarter uponthe Deficients, for payment of the ſaid eight ſhilling Scots a- 
da", 'n the ſame way 2nd manner as for the Ceſsz and that the Shenffs of the Shire ſhall be lyable to hold compt therefore: And We do in 
' .cr:2nner, Ocdaih the Leaders of Militia Horſe within the Shires of Stirling and Clackmannan, Fife and Kimroſſe, Perth and Forfar, to fend 
out each of them a ſufficient Baggage Horle, for each M.litia Horſe they l1cad, ſufficiently furniffied and graithed with Sodds, and Sack, an 
pair of Backels or Creillsg and the ſaid Leaders to lend out a man wicheach two Horſe, extending the ſaids Baggage Horſes, for the Shires of 
Fiſe and Kinroſse, ( the Towns not included ) to the number of an hundred ſeventy fix Horſes, for the Shire of Stirling and Clackwannan, to 
the number of &ghty eight Horſes, for the 5hire of Perth, tothe number'of an hundred ſeventy fix Horſes, and for the Shire of Forfar, to the 
»umber of an hundred and three Horſes: And We appoint the Aagiſtratsof the ſeveral Burghs under-written, to ſend out the proportion of 
Hole and Men after-mentioned, viz. The Magiltrats of Perth, the number of ten Horſes and five men, the Magiſtrats of Dundee, the number 
of fitieen Horſes and eight men, the Magittrats of Stirling five Horſes and three men, the #agiſtrats of St. Andrews, ſix Barſes and three me n, 
the Magiltrats of Dy/art two Horles and one man , the Magiſtrats of Morrefſe five Horſes and three men, the Magiſtrats of Anſtruther, Eaſter 
and Welter, one Horſe and one Man, the Magiſtrats of Inverkeithing,, one Horſe and one' Man, the Magiſtrats of Bricher, one Horſe and one 
Mangthe \lagiſtrats of Pittenweem,two Horſe and one Mangthe Magiſtrats of Damfermling,two Horſe and one Man,the Magiſtrats of Aberbrothich, 
one Horſe and one Man, the Magiſtrats of Culrefſe , one Hurſe and one Man, and the Mayiltrats of Crarl, two Horſe and oneman; All ſuffi 
ciently furniſhed with Graith and Furniturey in manner above-mentioned. And We, with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, Do 
hereby give and grant full Power and Warca'it to each of the ſaids Leaders of the Militia, to preſs the Horſe, or Horſes he is lyable to furniſh 
within any part of his Locality,not exceeding the value of fourty eight pounds Scots 3 and We appoint that the faids Leaders cauſe value and com- 
priſe thz (aid Horſe or Horſes, they (hall ſend wut by three honeſt Nejghbours upon Oath, beture the Sheriff of the Shire, or his Depute, or a- 
ny two of the faids Commilltoners, with their Graith, not exceeding forty ſil ing Scots, to theend, that if they ſh:ll not return, or if they 
doretury, in caſe they ſhal be pryzed worſe, each Heretor within the Leaders Locality may be anſ(werable, for the Leaders Relief, accordin 
tothe proportion of his valued Rent3 and it they make not ready payment thereof, Wedo hereby Authorize the Commillioners ofthe Militia, 
or any two of themyupon application to grant Warrants to quarter and poynd for theſaid proportion, and to cauſe appriſe the poynds accorgin 
to the manner of poynding for deficiency of the Militia, And Wehercby allow the Heretorsto take their relief fer the proportion by Poll off 
the Tennents, and their Inhabitants within their bounds, the Cottars and Tradeſmen being reckoned to a third. And further, We with Ad- 
vice and Conſent forefaid, Do hereby grant Warrant toevery Leader to preſs a Man to go along with every two Horſe, out of any part of his 
Locality, in caſe ofrefuſal > And We hereby * «quire the Lead.rs of the Militia Horſe, and the Magiſtratsof the Burghs above-mentioned to ſend 
their proportion of Horſes and Mcn fo furniſhed, and raiſed in manner forefaid, to the Burgh of Perth betwixt and the tweifth Day of this cur- 
rent Month of June, with Certification to {uchas (hall tai zie herein, they ſhall be lyable in payment of the ſum of ſixty pounds Scots for each de. 
ficient Horſe, to be applyed for the relief of any otter Horle that ſhall be preſſed through his default 3 And further, ſhall be lyable tobe puniſh- 
ed in his perſon and Goods atthe Councils pleaſure, as diiaff; ted to Us and'Our Government. And We +llow and Impower the Magiſtrats 
of the BurghsreſpeFive abovementioned, to preſs the Hories and Men tobe ſent out by them within their own Juriſdigion, and to ſent the tur. 
geſſes and Inhabitants for relicf thereof, and of the Graith to be (cnt along with them, the value of the Horſe, not exceeding the ſaid ſum of for- 
ty eight pounds Scots, and the Graith tvity ſhilling money forelaid. And We Do hereby Declare, T hat theſe Pivniers,as alſo the men that (hall 
goalong with the Baggage Horſes, ſhall have two pecks of Meal, and twelve ſhilling Scets a-week, or five thilling Scots a-day , payed and 
_ turnifhid to them by the Commiſſars and Paymaſiers of the Army, they alwayes entertaining themſelves, and that trum the day of their arrival 
at the places reſpeCive above-mentionec,to Which they are appointed to march in manner foreſaid, Our Will :s heretore,and We Charge you 
ſtrairly and Command, that incontiuert, theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye pals, and in Our Name and Authority, make publication hereot, at the 
Mercat Crcfs of Edinlurgh,and at the tlead Burghs of the reſpeCtive Shires abovementioned, and at the ſeveral Church-Doors within the ſaids 
Shircs upon Sunday after Divine Service, inmediatly after receipt hereof, by the Sheritfs of the Shires and thiir Deputs, that none may pretend 
Ignorance. And Or/'aws theſe Preſen's to be Porored, -
